Claim 1 (Once amended). A flameproof thermoplastic resin composition substantially free of 
phenolic resin and red phosphorous comprising: 

(A) about 40 - 95 parts by weight of a rubber modified styrene-containing resin 


comprising: 


(al) about 20 - 95 % by weight of a styrene-containing graft copolymer resin 
containing about 19-50 % by weight of acrylonitrile or methacrylonitrile 
in the copolymer excluding rubber and
